ploy d a third Part of their Time they bave to ſpend in the School. For 
it! is not-ſufficient for a Maſter to conſtrue Boys à Leſſon once over from 
Beginning to End, in a Hurry (as is uſual, I belteve). and ſo clear his 
Hands of them, in Expectation that ſhould ſerve; the Turn, by keeping 
them properly employ d, and he be no more troubled with them, for his 
Aſſiſtance upon that Leſſon.

The Moon 
bad four times filled up her diſk, by joining her horns 3 whilft they, according 
ro their cuſtom, ( for uſe had made it a cuſtom) uttered great lamentation ; of 
which Phaethuſa, the eldeft of the fiſters, being deſirous to lie down upon the 
ground, complained that ber feet grew fiiff; to whom the fair Lampetie en- 
deavouring to come, fhe aas detained by a root fuddenly growing about her 
feet.
